There has been more money received from the State for aid to families 
than has been disbursed, that with one thousand dollars raised, and money 
received from other sources, has been applied to the payment of the town 
debt. 

Town House bond No. 33 for $100, due Jan. Ist, 1866, Coupons due Sept. 
Ist, 1865, amounting to $9, and Coupons due March Ist, 1866, amounting 
to $57, have not been presented, and remain unpaid. 

In 1863, the town paid United States bounties to Volunteers, amounting 
to 9,664; the first installment of $62 per man has been paid through the 
State Treasurer, amounting to $1,984 ; on the second installment of $40 per 
man, there has been paid but $440; there remains unpaid $7,240. Other towns” 
are simularly situated ; by a united effort of towns, through the Executive 
officers of the State, or some other source, no doubt most of it would be re- 
imbursed.

RHPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE IN AID OF FAMILIES OF VOLUNTEERS. 


To tHe SeLectMeN OF Exeter :— The undersigned, Committee tor 
the aid of families of Volunteers, beg leave to submit to you the following re- 
port of their doings :— 

The balance iu the hands of the Committee on February Ist, 1865, was 
$439.52. They have received from the Selectmen from Feb. 1, 1865, to 
Feb. 1, 1866, $3030.00, and paid out in tho same time $3,279.67, leaving a 
balance of $189.85, 

At the commencement of the year we were paying out for the aid of fam- 
ilies about $550.00 per month; and at the present time the town is paying 
$60.00 per month to the families of deceased soldiers, under the resolution 
passed by the town March 10, 1863, to pay said families for two years atter 
the decease of any inhabitant while in the active service of the United 
States. The longest time for paying any such families will expire in June, 
- 1867. The New Hampshire regiments commenced to be mustered out of 
the service in Juno last, and tho last regiment, (the 2d,) was mustered out 
about the middle of December last; and the town has aclaim upon the 
State for a portion of the money paid out during the year, from May to De- 
cember. All of which is respectfully submitted.
